After he had been trained 
at the expense of the government, he 
would receive compensation for his 
service disability so long as he lived. 
In the case of a man who was very 
slightly disabled, but could not carry 
on in his previous vocation, the fed- 
eral board provides schooling facili- 
ties for him only, and does not pay 
him while he is under training. Such 
a man would receive compensation 
for service disability, commensurate 
with the extent of his disability.
